If  some  variety  you  wish  is  not  listed  let  us  know,  we  might 
be  able  to  supply  it.  While  very  hardy,  daffodil  bulbs  should 
be  planted  6  to  8  inches  deep,  4  to  6  inches  apart  in  rows  or 
beds.  Soil  should  be  in  good  condition  and  fertile,  any  fertiliz¬ 
ers  used  should  be  turned  under  deeply.  We  urge  you  to  plant 
in  September  if  possible  and  not  later  than  mid-October.  May 
be  left  two  or  three  years,  dug  when  tops  die  down  and  divided.
